“‘Deplores Necessity of In- 
vestigation,” but Will In- 
quire Into Sale of Marion 
Star. 


SENDS COMMITTEE 
AGENT TO OHIO 


Late President’s Executor 
Tels Post-Dispatch He 
Bought Bonds Frequently 


as Funds Permitted.

WASHINGTON, March 19.—A 
preliminary investigation of the 
conditions under which the late 
President Harding sold the Marion 
Star at Marion, O., in June, 1923, 
has been started by the Senate Oil 
Investigating Committee, Chairman 
Nye safd today. 

An investigator of the committee 


is now on his way to Marion, 
where he will inspect the record of 
Liberty bonds left in the Harding 
estate. 

Senator Nye said that the find- 
ings of the investigation would de- 
termine whether or not the ex- 
ecutor of the estate, C. D. Schaff- 
ner, would be summoned. 

The committee has been told 
that President Harding bought 
$50,000 worth of Liberty bonds 
just before he started for Alaska, 
also that he received a check in 
part payment for the Marion Star 
at about that time. 

Nye said that’ he greatly de- 
plored the necessity of pursuing 
the inquiry in this direction. 

The new turn of the investiga- 
tion will be a continuation of a 
somewhat similar inquiry made by 
the committee in February, 1924, 
when Louis H- Brush and Roy D. 
Moore, the two purchasers of the 
Marion Star testified they had paid 
President Harding $263,000 for his 
majority interest. 

They appeared after Frank A. 
Vanderlip of New York had testi- 
fied concerning rumors he had 
heard and repeated, to the. effect 
that the paper had commanded a 
price far in excess of its real worth. 


Executor Tells of Harding’s Pur- 
chases of Bonds. 

The sale of the Marion Star was 
the subjest of rumor and report in 
1924 which were occasioned by a 
public statement of Frank Van- 
derlip of New York that President 
Harding had been paid more than 
the. paper was worth. Brush- 
Moore, Inc., purchasers of the 
paper, sued Vanderlip for damages 
and the suit was settled out of 
court, the terms of settlement not 
being made public. The purchas- 
ers, Who owned other small news- 
papers in Ohio, as well as some in 
other States, joined all of these 
into a chain which has become 8&2 
profitable property. 

Full reports of the terms of the 
sale of the Marion Star were pub- 
lished at the time. In the course 
of an inquiry as to the details of 
the transaction, made by a Post 
Dispatch reporter at Marion, C. D. 
Schaffner, executor of the Harding 
estate referred to in the above 
dispatch from Washington, was in- 
terviewed. He freely gave the re- 
porter complete information about 
the estate, including the fact that 
at the time of his death President 
Harding was possessed of about 
$90,000 worth of liberty bonds. 
The $50,000 worth of these which 
the President purchased just be- 
fore starting for Alaska were paid 
for with the $50,000 check which 
he received at that time in part 
payment for the Mar’on Star. The 
others were bought from time to 
time as the President accumulated 
small surpluses, he said. 


COOLIDGE ASKS FOR FUNDS 
FOR ANOTHER RIGID AIRSHIP 


Suggests That Congress Authorize 
bg tpenditure Not to Exceed 
$8,000,000.

WASHINGTON, March 19.—A 
recomme””*tions that Congress 
provide funds for the construction 
of another rigid airship was trans- 
mitted to Congress today by Presi- 
dent Coolidge. 

The suggestion of the President 
was that the Secretary of the Navy 
be authorized to contract for the 
construction of two rigid airships, 
the cost of which would not exceed 
$§,.000,000. 

Congress already has authorized 
the construction of one airship.

Says Sinclair Contributed, 

The committee chairman volun- 
teeréd the information, however, 
that he has been told that Sinclair 
was a heavy contributor to Smith’s 
campaign fund for Governor and 
subsequently was appointed to the 
racing commission. 

At one point Reed, breakinginto 
the debate, asked if Robinson was 
insinuating that the New # York 
Governor had turned any pyblic 
property of that State over to Sin- 
clair.

RAIL-AIR LINE FOR 
PASSENGERS PLANNED | 


Pennsylvania Road Discusses 
New York-Dallas Project 
With St.:Louisans.

A plan for a combination air- 
plane and railroad service between 
New York, St. Louis and south- 
western points, with an air termi- 
nal ‘at Dallas, Tex., is "being dis- 
cussed today in Philadelphia among 


officers of the Pennsylvania rail- 
road and representatives of New 
York and St. Louis interests. 

The plan cails for the carrying 
of passengers in railroad Pullmans 
during the night sections of their 
trips and in the caWins of tri-mo- 
tored airplanes by day, so that a 
trip from New York to Dallas 
which now takes between 40 and 
45 hours, could be made in slight- 
ly more than 24 hours. 

Interested in the proposal in St. 
Louis are Maj. William B: Robert- 
son, president of the .Curtiss-Rob- 
ertson Aircraft Manufacturing Co., 
Harold M. Bixby, president of the 
Chamber of Commerce, and Harry 
Hall Knight, a broker. 

All of them were backers of Col. 
Lindbergh’s trans-Atlantic flight 
anti all accompanied Lindbergh on 
a recent air tour to the East -in 
which the three backers spent sev- 
eral days in New York, presuma- 
bly to discuss the propos: uM with 
railroad interests. 

Under a tentative schedule pre- 
sented to the Pennsylvania Rail- 
road, passengers leaving New York 
in the evening would be carried as 
far as Columbus, O., by rail and 
there would be transferred to the 
waiting airplane. A stop would 
be made at St. Louis for fuel and 
provision probably would be made 
for stops at other points along the 
route to discharge passengers. 

The idea of -rail-and-air trans- 
portation, at extra fare, of course, 
has been discussed for many 
months by the Pennsylvania. It 
has the advantage of allowing pass- 
engers to make substantial gains 
in traveling time while remaining 
on the ground during darkness. 


JURY DISCHARGED ON PLEAS 
OF HUSBANDS AND WIVES

But each offer was refused 
by the jury which was confident it 
could agree. As the deadlock 
reached 50 hours, husbands and 
wives of the jurors pleaded with 
the yudge to call a mistrial. Their 
pleas became so persistent that he 
finally discharged the jury without 
asking its wishes at the end:of the 
68 hours. 

All the women on the jury are 
mothers. 

The jurors sald they were evenly 
divided. 

Dichiara admitted he-had killed 
Del.Conte, his former friend, but 
pleaded the unwritten law.

NORA BAYES, ACTRESS, 
DIES AFTER OPERATION 


Vaudeville Star of 20 Years 
Succumbs at 48 in Brook- 
lyn Hospital.

NEW YORK, March 1$2-—Nora 
Bayes, vaudeville ‘headliner and 
musical comedy singer, died ‘today 
in a Brooklyn hospital. 

She. was taken to the hospital 
last Monday for an abdominal op- 
eration. She was thought to be 
on the rpad to recovery when she 
suffered a relapse last night from 
which she did not raily. 

The last appearance of Miss‘ 
Bayes, whose real name was Dora 
Goldberg, only the day before she 
entered the hospital was to ‘sing 
at two benefits, one for old friends 
among the poor and one for 
crippled children. H@ voice 
seemed as strong as ever when her 
program at the Doyer Street Mis- 
sion, in Chinatown, sung for her 
old friend, Tom Noonan, who car- 
ries ont*the rescue work, was 
broadcast by radio. 

She is survived by her husband, 
Benjamin L. Friedland, whom she 
married three years ago on the 
steamship Leviathan, and by three 
adopted children. 

Married Five Times. 

‘Four earlier marriages had been 
dissolved by divorce. ‘These hus- 
bands were, Otto Gressing, Jack 
Norworth, Harry Clarke and, Ar- 
thur Gordoni. 

After attaining vaudeville success 
in Néw York, Miss Bayes made h2r 
London debut at the Palace Tasers 
ter in 1905. On her return io 
America she appeared in the ‘“‘Fol- 
lies” of 1908 and 1909. 

Broadway saw her each year un- 
til 1914 when she returned to Lon- 
don to star in the “Merry-Go- 
Round.” Back in New York in 
1915, she eontinued her successes 
until in January, 1919, the Nora 
Bayes Theater was opened for the 
first time and “Ladies First,* in 
which she had starred for several 
months, was transferred to the new 
house. 

In September, 1925, she was ihe 
center of a drama of real life when 
four holdup mien surrounded her 
automobile in front of her West 
End avenue heme. Her chauffeur, 
John Garlow, wag shot. The ron- 
bers, who were believed to have 
mistaken paste jewelry which she 
wore in her act for valuable stones, 
escaped in an automobile without 
obtaining ‘any loot. 

Born in Los Angeles in 1880, 

A statement given out’ by her 
family gave the birthplace of Miss 
Bayes as Los Angeles, Cal., in 188v. 
A brother, who is a jeweler, is a 
resident of that city, while a.sister 
lives in Chicago. 

In 1924 Miss Bayes danced with 
the Prirce of Wales after he had 
expressed great pleasuré at the re- 
vue ir which she was then appear- 
ing in London. At the request of 
a member of his staff, she went to 
a club after the performance and 
sKe met the Prince. 4 

When Miss Bayes ‘returned from 
Europe with a 2-year-old adopted 
gon, the third ‘child adopted by 
her, she said she had adopted the 
children to “give some poor kid- 
dies a chanée.” :

Condition < Six Bodies in 
Wrecked Submarine Indi- 
cates No Attempt to Es- 
cape by Tubes.

BOSTON, March 19.—The bodies 


of the six members of the crew of 
the submarine S-4, who were im- 
prisoned in the torpedo compart- 
ment when the vessel was sunk by 
the coast guard destroyer Paulding 
last December 17, were viewed by 


ja Naval Board of Investigation this 


afternoon after the submarine had 
been placed in the dry dock at the 
navy yard. In the first 45 min- 
utes of the examination the board 
found no, message or other written 
record. Forty officers and men lost 
their lives in the 8-4, ' 

The Board entered the subma- 
rine shortly after 1 o’clock. Three- 
quarters of an hour later one of its 
members stationed at a telephone 
inside the vessel sent up word.of 
its progress. 

He said that the position of the 
six bodies indicated all the men 
had died in their bunks and that 
later their bodies had been washed 
out. The body of Lieut. Graham 
Newell Fitch was lying under a 
work bench on the starboard side 
just abaft of the torpedo tubes. It 
was identified by his Naval Acad- 
emy ring and Naval Academy 
sweater.

pleted. It was stated the shortage, 
now more than one-third of the 
total resources of the bank, might 
be increased materially. 

The last report of the bank to 
the State Finance Department 
showed total resources of $89,326, 
loans of $67,589 and deposits of 
$49,657. The capital was $11,000 
and the surplus $15,000. 

The shortage reported so far is 
approximately $10,000 in excess of 
the capital and surplus of the bank. 

lL. J. Mulligan, examiner in 
charge, reported there was some 
indication of irregularities in the 
notes and that a preliminary e=am- 
ination of the safe deposit boxes 
showed some of the bonds left with 
the bank for safekeeping had been 
used in the manipulations. The 
amount has not been determined. 

Stark still is at Westline, but has 
made no statement, it was said. 

The directors, in closing the 
bank,-issued a statement that the 
shortage of 335,000 Or more ex.

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URGES WHIPPING 
TO REDUGE CRIME 


Says No Underworld Lead- 
er Can Retain Respect of 
Followers After He Has 
Winced Under the Lash. 


By the Associated Press. 
CHICAGO, March 19.—Thirty- 


three years on the bench have con- 
vinced Judge Marcus Kavanagh of 
two things: 
| 1. That there are 350,000 persons 
in the United States who live part- 
ly or wholly by crime. They ob- 
tained illegally last year enough 
money to pay for the building of 
the Panama Canal. 

9. That there are “simple meth- 
ods of relief” available, if enly the 
public would insist upon their 


adoption. 

Judge Kavanagh, who sits on the 
Superior Court bench, has based 
his opinions en three years of in- 
tensive study of che crime situa- 
tion. His conclusions are present- 
ed in “The Criminal end His Al- 
lies,” a book now on the presses. 

Public Apathy Blamed. 

Chief responsibility for the con- 
tion he attributes to the public for 
indifference. 

“Public apathy,” “quibdbling: 
courts of review,” antiquated legal! | 
processes,” and new processes 
designed te protect the criminal | 
rather “than the public,” are some 
of the things he denounces. He 
defends the death penalty and en- 
courages the use of the lash in 
these words: 

‘No underworld lord can retain 
the respect of his followers after 
he has winced under the pain of 
a whipping. The cat-o-nine-tails 
is feared more by the moron and 
racketeer than a jail sentence.” 

Judge Kavanagh offers a remedy 
for delays occasioned by trial! tech- 
nicalities. A statute of 18 werds, 
he believes, would aid greatly. 

“All laws and rules of courts,” 
he writes, “concerning forms, prac- 
tice and procedure, shall be direc- 
tory only, and not mandatory.” 

Opposes Use vf Alienists, 

Employment of alicnists in mod- 
ern criminal procedure, Judge Kav- 
anagh holds, is “another instance 
of pampering the lawbreaker.” The 
jurist suggested that if Socrates 
had been given a trial before an 
English-speaking jury and been de- 
fended by a modern lawyer, using 
an insanity defense, “he need never 
have drunk the hemlock.” 
| Ruth Snyder's slaying of her hus- 
band fs cited by Judge Kavanagh in 
defense of his statement that the 
woman crimina] is more to be 
feared than the male. He says: 

“N@ man can be as good as a 
g00d woman. No man can be as

Britain’s Industrial Future 


British Liberals Have Turned Their Backs on the Old Policy of 
Laissez-Faire, and Offer a Constructive Program, Thus Set- 
ting an Example for Our Democratic Party. 


From The New Republic 


the British Labor party has a document 

so well considered and comprehensive, 
vetting forth measures to reshape the eco- 
nomic institutions of an entire nation, come 
from a responsible political body, as 
‘Britain's Industrial Future”—the report of 
the Industria! Inquiry Committee of the Lib- 
éral party. Eighteen months of intensive 
study have been devoted to this task by such 
men as John Maynard Keynes, W. T. Lay- 
ton, editor of the Economist; H. D. Hender- 
son, editor of the Nation; Ramsay Muir, the 
historian and political scientist, and B. S&S. 
iowntree, the well-known manufacturer. 
The fact that party leaders Ike Lloyd 
George, Sir Herbert Samuel and Sir John 
Simon also aseume responsibility for the 
report makes it of weight in polities, 

The troubles of British industry are part- 
ty due to disturbed world cenditions, which 
require a policy of pacification, but sti! 
more to the impediment of outworn psycho- 
togica] attitudes at home, which cling to 
practices not well adapted te meet new re 
quirements. The best possible development 
of home resources is the keynote of the 
recommendations. 

The main task {is the better organization 
of business. This may require, in somein- 
stances, the taking over by publie authority 
of important enterprises that are not wel! 
adapted to private ownership, through lack 
of profit or through the danger ef monop. 
oly. But of still greater importance for the 
moment is improvement in the management 
of those immense undertakings already in 
the hands of the State. This is to be ac- 
complished by intrusting them to separate 
companies formed for the several functions 
in question, of which the Government sba!! 
own the stock, and whose directors the Gow- 
ernment shall appoint, with a view to tech- 
nical proficiency rather than to the repre- 
sentation of interests. Even civil service 
standards may be applied to such directors 

The report then goes on to the stil] more 
fundamenta! task of hammering out an in- 
tegrated economic policy for industry as a 
whole. The first point of attack is a more 
fruitful use of the national savings Direc- 
tion of the fw of new capital is, indeed. 
the Key to any such policy. In general, the 
Liderals believe that the national savings. 
which they estimate amount to about £506.. 
€60,000 annually. should be used less for in- 
vestment abroad, and more for improving 
and extending transport. public utilities. 
industries, housing and agricultural equip- 
ment at heme.

Gta more striking is the proposal for an 

Economic General] Staff, working in close 
touch with the Prime Minister and the Cab- 
inet. It would be the function of this body 
to co-ordinate and complete the existing 
economic statistics, to study current eco- 
nomic problems, to call attention to impor- 
tant tendencies and changes in conditions 
either at heme or abroad. and to recom- 
mend plans fer solving fundamental diffi. 
culties such as the lack of stability in trade 
conditions, and unemployment. 

Much wider diffusion of ownership is 
thought highly important. In sddition to 
some of the measnres fn of this 


end familiar te the United States, there is 
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an almost revolutionary but apparently 
practical suggestion. The committee calls 
2ttention to the fact that much of the new 
capita] saving arises from the building up 
ef business surpluses out of profits, after 
paying reasonable dividends. These sur- 
pluses, it argues, though they ordinarily are 
considered the property of the stockholders. 
really are the product of the work of every- 
ene concerned. Part of them might well be 
distributed as capital allotments to the 
wage-earners, instead of as stock dividends 
to the shareholders—as is now the common 
practice. The Liberals‘ also favor drastic 
inheritance taxation as a means of distrib- 
uting ownership. 

Unemployment relief would be handled. 
first by confining the operation of the un- 
employment-insurance plan to “normal”"— 
that is, seasonal and cyclical fluctuations 
normally to be expected—and second, by 
transferring the burden of the abnormally 
unemployed entirely from the local author- 
ities to the national Government. The lat- 
ter type of-unemployment would be dimin- 


ished by the carrying out of a program of 


national development—obviously through 
the instrumentality of the National Savings 
Board and the Economic General Staff. This 
Program would tnclude the promotion of 
national efficiency by the construction of 
better motor roads, housing, slum clearance. 
garden cities, electric power facilities, wa- 
terways, docks and harbors, and the devel- 
cpment of agriculture by a scientific land 
policy and reclamation. 


* — > 
N economy and taxation the program is 


particularly suggestive to Americans. 
Governmental economy consists, not in cut- 
ting down needed socia! and economic activ- 
tties, but in reducing the waste involved in 
«xXcessive expenditures for nationa! defense. 
The income and inheritance taxes are, on 
the whole, the most scientific forms of tax- 
ation existent. and should, if anything, be 
made to bear a larger proportion of the 
governmental burden rather than a smaller 
one. A §reat aid to national efficiency, 
however, would arise from reducing the 
loca] real-property taxes on business, hous. 
ing and productive agricultural land. These 
are unscientifically levied and would be dif- 
ficult to reform. Thus is buttressed the sug- 
gestions for removing many functions from 
loca] to nafiona! authorities. and for na- 
tional aid in loca] undertakings, 

What a relief such a program offers from 
the improvised, ineonsistent and prejudice- 
catching party platforms to which we are 
accustomed! It is indeed, difficult to carry 
across to the average voter’s understanding, 
and is as far as possible from the practical 
politics to which we are accustomed. But

Educator at Catholic Re- 
gional Forum Proposes 
Employers and Employes 
Co-operate. 


UNEMPLOYMENT ONE 
OF MAIN SUBJECTS 


Clergymen and Laymen of 
Missouri, [Illinois and 
Other Midwest States 
Take Part. 


Co-operation between labor and 
employers as a cure for many eco. 
nomic fills of the country was 
preached by speakers in the open- 
ing session of the two-day regional] 
meeting of the National Catholic 
Conference on Industrial Problems 
at Hotel Statler today. 

The Rev. A. J. Muench, professor 
of social sciences at St. Francis 
Seminary, St. Francis, Wis., pro- 
posed labor and capital co-operate 
in the organization of an American 
Institute of Industry. As he pic- 
tured the institute, both sides of 
industry would be represented, with 
the idea that “both have common 
values to achieve and that a con- 
tinued spirit of antagonism is de- 
structive to both:”’ 


He pointed to Germany as an ex- 
ample of what co-operation be-

tween the two groups ip industry 
can accomplish. The idea of a 
Federal] Industria) Parliament, he 
said, was written into the German 
constitution in the formation of the 
republic after the war. 

“This law,” he declared, “has 
been an important factor in the 
economic rehabilitation of Germa- 
ny. Never in the history of nations 


| has the economic rehabilitation of 
|2a country been so rapid.” 


Ready for Private Venture. 


The United States, however, is 
not ready to go as far as Germany 
and other European nations in set- 
ting up a co-operative plan in in- 
dustry, he added. But, he contin- 
ued, it is ready for a private ven- 
ture of the nature of the industrial 
institute to deliberate on questions 
of wages, production and distribu- 
tion and to foster sound industrial 
legislation. 

“There are representatives in 
both camps of industrial warfare 
who are ready to join in co-opera- 
tive effort,” he asserted. “Such 
co-operation would make schemes 
of nationalization of industries un- 
necessary. If “whe best economic 
minds of such an institute were to 
focus on a sore spot, like the Penn- 
Sylvania coal mines, a remedy 
would be found. 

“Industrial processes must be 
rationalized. Warfare is not ra- 
tional. Co-operation is.” 


Labor Indorses Oo-operation. 


In behalf of labor, Charles F. 
Wills, Chicago, circulation man- 
ager of the “Federation News,”’ 
and representative of the Interna- 
tional Association of Machinists, 
and James B.-Conroy of 8&t. -Louls, 
vice president of the International 
Brotherhood of Firemen and Ollers, 
indorsed co-operation. They noted 
that the United States was far be- 
hind European countries in the co- 
operative movement. 

As models of the awakening co- 
operative movement in the United 
States, Wills explained plans in 
operation in the shops of the Bal- 
timore & Ohio Railroad and in the 
factory of a Chicago manufactur- 
er. These experiments with co- 
operation, he said, have redounded 
to the benefit of employer and em- 
ploye, because co-operation gives 
the employe an incentive, betters 
his working conditiops and gives 
the employer benefit Of the work- 
er’s suggestions for perfecting in- 
dustry. 

Dr. John A. Ryan Attends. 

Clergymen and laymen from 
Missouri, Dllinois and other Mid- 
west states are attending the con- 
ference.

CHICAGO, March 19.—John FP. 
Smulski, 61-year-old millionaire 
banker and State Treasurer of [ili- 
nois from 1907 to 1908, ended his 
life with a revolver in the bath- 
room of his hotel apartment here 
yesterday. His body was found 
by attaches of the hotel. : 

Coroner Wolff, after a tnorouga 
investigation, issued a report in 
which he said Smulski had taken 
his life after a prolonged period 
of despondency over ill health. 

Smuiski had underwent four op- 
erations during the last year. 

Smuiski had held a number of 
public offices in Chicago, and 
since 1996 he had been president 
of the Northwestern Trust & BSav- 
ings Bank which he organized. 

For hig influence in the organi- 
zation of the National Polish cora- 
mittee during the World War, the 
French Government made him a 
member of the Legion of Honor, 
and the Polish Government, in rec- 
ognition of his services, made him 
a commander of the Polonia Res- 
iituta. 

Smulgki was born in Posen, Po- 

land, Feb. 4, 1867, and came to 
the United States with his father 
when only 4 years old. He worked 
his way through St. Jerome Col- 
lege at Hitchener; Canada. R>- 
turning to Chicago ke studied law 
Sand was admitted to the bar in 
1838. He organized seven banks 
here, and had had some experience 
in newspaper work. His father 
was editor of the Polish Catholic 
Gazette. 

He is survived by his widow, 
two adopted children, Harriet and 
John, twins, 16 years old, and a 
sister. 

Messages of condolence from 
President Coolidge, Vice President 
Dawes, Secretary Hoover and many 
other prominent men were received 
today by Mrs. Smulski. Secretary 
Hoever, with vhom Smulski was 
associated in European relief work, 
wired that “Mr. Smulski has been 
ene of the finest contributions of 
the Polish people to our citizen 
ship.” Vice President Dawes de- 
scribed Mr. Smuiski as “‘one of the 
most useful citizens of Chicasco.”

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WORKER'S ILLNESS 


Judge Kenyon Hojds Fact of 
Eventually Disabling Disease 
Doesn’t Count. 


A decision of importance in 
workmen’s compensation cases Was 
handed down here Saturday by 
Judge Kenyon of the United States 
Circuit Court of Appeals, in which 
Judge Pollock of the Kansas Fed- 
eral Court was reversed and @ 
workman awarded full compense- 
tion ever a period of eight years 
for injuries suffered in a coal 
mine, 

The case was that of Charlies 
Warlop against the Western Coal 


and Mining Co. of Kansas. Wariop 
was injured by falling rock in the 
mine March °%0, 1924, and sued in 
the state court for maximum com- 
pensation, §15 a week. The case 
was transferred to the Federal 
Court because of diversity of citi- 
zenship of the mining company, 
and Judge Pollock appointed an 
arbitrator. 

The arbitrater took testimony 
and reported to the Court that 
Warlop was suffering from arthri- 
tis of the lumbar region, a pre- 
gressive disease, and eventually 
would have become disabied if he 
had not been injured. Judge Pol- 
lock approved this report, which 
recommended $15 a week compen- 
sation for one year only, and $7.59 
a week thereafter. 

Warlop, since having become to- 
tally disabled, appealed the case, 
and Judge Kenyon found itn favor 
| ef full compensation for Wariop— 

$15 a week for eight years past 
and a centinuance of this compen- 
sation. 

In his opinion Judge Kenyon 
said the defense of disease was no 
more defense than to say that ev- 
ery man some day would come to 
the end of his career througr dis- 
ease, and that since the testimony 
showed Warlop had worked every 
day prior te the accident, it must 
be concluded the disease Was ag- 
gravated to the point of disability 
by the injury.

A change in the location of the 
dish closet may make it possible 
to route soiled dishes from the 
table directly to one of the sink 
drain boards, wash them, drain 
them on the other side, and put 
them away as they are taken out 
of the basket drain, e]l without 
any unnecessary steps. A change 
as simple and as obvious as having 
the salt and pepper on or by the 
stove for seasoning may never 
have occurred to you as a step 
saver.

Philippine rebel leader, by Gen. 
Funston’s troops. 

For two years United States sol- 
diers tried to suppress the insur- 
rection led by Aguinaldo. They 
scattered the insurgents but could 
not stamp out the opposition as 
long as Acuinaldo was free, for al- 
ways he was able to gather a new 
force and continue his rebellion in 
some new locality. Gen. Funston 
devised a scheme of taking a com- 
pany of native scouts and going in 
the guise of a captive to reach 
Aguinaldo’s hiding place. The trip 
through the impenetrable woods 
and swamps with continuous rain 
and souring of food brought hard- 
ships almost beyond description. 
When they neared Aguinaldo’s hid- 
ing place, the Philippine ‘leader 
sent an order that the prisuners 
were to be ieft at a point six miles 
from the landing piace.
